Facts  About  Elizabethtown 


“For  who  can  tell  what  Elizabethtown  will  be  with  her  de- 
lightful and  healthful  location,  with  her  enterprising1  and  ener- 
getic population,  her  railroad  facilities,  her  fine  water,  and  her 
surrounding1  of  intelligent  and  gentlemanly  farmers,  the  best 
fruit  country  in  the  world,  and  her  future  manufactories  that 
must  spring  up.  And  when  it  becomes  a large  city  it  will  be 
well  to  look  back  upon  her  starting  point.”— (Haycraft’s  His- 
tory of  Elizabethtown,  pp.  73,  1869.) 

Nearly  fifty-four  years  after  Mr.  Hay  craft  penned  the 
above  paragraph,  it  is  interesting*  to  note  the  present  develop- 
ment of  the  town.  Elizabethtown  is  now  a city  of  approxi- 
mately 3,500  population,  and,  while  not,  in  any  sense  of  the 
word,  a “boom”  town,  we  can  safely  say,  without  fear  of  con- 
tradiction, that  it  has  enjoyed,  the  past  few  years,  the  best 
natural,  healthy  growth  of  any  town  in  Kentucky,  as  evidenced 
by  the  recent  completion  of  a new  $75,000.00  Hotel,  the  hand- 
some new  First-Hardin  National  Bank  building,  and  many 
other  business  buildings  and  modern  residences,  mention  of 
which  occurs  elsewhere  in  this  book. 

Elizabethtown  was  established  by  the  authority  of  the  local 
court  on  July  4th,  1797,  (see  Haycraft’s  History  of  Elizabeth- 
town, pp.  27)  on  a thirty-acre  tract  of  land,  that  had  been  sur- 
veyed for  this  purpose,  on  the  land  belonging  to  Andrew 
Hynes.  The  town  was  named  Elizabethtown  in  honor  of 
Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  Andrew  Hynes.  It  is  situated  on  the 
crest  of  the  plateau  of  Muldraugh’s  Hill,  about  300  feet  above 
Louisville.  This,  now  beautiful  little  city,  is  forty-three  miles 
South  of  Louisville,  on  the  national  Dixie  Highway,  the  main 
artery  of  automobile  travel,  between  Chicago  and  Miama, 
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Florida,  and  thousands  of  tourists  are  within  our  borders,  an- 
nually. It  is  also  situated  on  the  main  line  of  the  Louisville  & 
Nashville  Railroad,  and  is  only  six  miles  from  the  main  line  of 
the  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  a branch  line  of  that  road  run- 
ning through  this  city,  connecting  with  the  main  line  at  Cecilia 
Junction. 

Elizabethtown  has  an  excellent  water  system,  the  water  be- 
ing supplied  by  a living  spring,  and  pumped  to  a standpipe. 
It  has  two  local  and  long-distance  telephone  systems  with  more 
than  600  rural  subscribers.  The  electric  power  system  is 
adequate  to  supply  power  for  lighting  and  manufacturing.  It 
is  contiguous  to  the  coal  supply,  both  from  the  Eastern  and 
Western  mines  of  the  State,  thus  insuring  an  abundance  of  fuel 
at  a minimum  price.  It  is  pre-eminently  a residential  town,  as 
is  indicated  by  the  many  beautiful  residences. 

Manufacturing  interests  are  represented  by  a flour  mill, 
two  bottling  plants,  an  overall  factory,  two  planing  mills,  and 
an  ice  and  ice  cream  factory.  All  of  these  institutions  are 
thrifty  and  prosperous. 

The  growth  and  development  of  the  churches  is  a matter  of 
local  pride.  The  Baptist,  Methodist,  Catholic,  Presbyterian, 
Christian  and  Episcopalian  Churches  are  represented  by  con- 
gregations and  buildings.  There  are  also  congregations  of 
colored  Baptists  and  Methodists,  each  having  a suitable  build- 
ing. 

The  schools  are  up  to  the  highest  standard  of  any  in  the 
State.  The  higher  grades  and  the  complete  four-year  High 
School  are  housed  in  a splendid  sixteen-room  pressed  brick 
building  on  Main  Cross  street,  'or  Dixie  Highway.  Thirteen 
teachers  and  a principal  are  engaged  in  the  work.  In  addition 
to  the  class  rooms  there  is  a spacious  auditorium  and  gym- 
nasium, library,  laboratory,  # manual  training,  and  domestic 
science  kitchen.

HARDIN  COUNTY 

Elizabethtown  is  the  county  seat  of  Hardin  county,  which 
was  established,  as  a county  in  1793,  about  a year  after  the 
State  of  Kentucky  had  been  organized  from  the  territory  of 
Virginia.  At  that  time  the  boundaries  were  vague  except  that 
the  Ohio,  Salt,  Rolling  Fork  and  Green  rivers  were  specifically 
mentioned.  At  different  times,  since  then,  the  counties  of 
Meade,  Breckinridge  and  LaRue  have  been  organized  from  the 
original  territory  included  in  Hardin  county.  Its  present  area 
is  606  square  miles,  the  fourth  largest  county  in  the  State. 

The  rivers  and  streams  that  bound  or  traverse  Hardin 
county  are  a source  of  delight  and  profit  to  its  people.  The 
broad  Ohio  forms  a four-mile  boundary  on  the  north;  the  Salt 
river  and  Rolling  Fork  are  on  the  east;  Little  Meeting  creek

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marks  eight  miles  of  the  western  boundary  and  Middle  creek 
forms  seven  miles  of  the  eastern  boundary.  Valley  creek 
traverses  the  county  from  north  to  south  for  more  than  twenty 
miles  before  it  reaches  the  Nolin  river.  Rough  river  meanders 
for  twenty  miles  or  more  through  the  western  part  of  the  coun- 
ty. Otter  and  Cedar  creeks  each  wind  their  length  from  the 
central  part  of  the  county  to  Salt  river  on  the  north.  Billie’s 
creek  and  Fontainbleau  wend  their  crooked  ways  through  the 
fertile  valleys  to  empty  into  Valley  creek  near  its  confluence 
with  Nolin.  Younger’s  creek  on  the  east  has  been  famous  for 
fifty  years  or  more  for  its  thousands  of  acres  of  wonderfully 
rich  and  fertile  soil.  Innumerable  smaller  streams  that  are 
unnamed  flow  into  the  more  important  streams.  All  of  these 
creeks  and  rivers  have  their  sources  in  living  springs  where 
the  clear,  sparkling  water  gushes  from  the  limestone  ledge. 
These  rivulets,  creeks  and  rivers  that  traverse  the  county  has 
each  its  fertile  valley,  and  without  doubt,  Hardin  county,  with 
its  broad  expanse  of  377,840  acres,  has  more  acres  of  valley 
land  than  any  other  county  in  Kentucky.  These  fertile  valleys 
and  the  up-lands  underlaid  by  the  limestone  ledges  make  an 
ideal  dairy  and  fruit  country.

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$13,000,000.  There  are  80.27  miles  of  railroad,  divided  as  fol- 
lows, I.  C.  48.51,  L.  & N.  28.51  and  L.  H.  & St.  L.  3.25,  and 
thousands  of  miles  of  telegraph  and  telephone  wires.  The  fran- 
chise value  of  all  the  corporations  in  the  county  is  $660,782. 
The  tangible  property  of  these  corporations  is  $1,578,400.  The 
grand  total  of  all  the  property  assessed  for  taxation  in  the 
county  is  $16,239,182. 

The  agricultural  products  of  the  county  are  corn,  tobacco, 
wheat,  clover,  oats,  rye  and  potatoes.  Burley  tobacco  of  excel- 
lent quality  is  grown  rather  extensively.  Fruit  such  as  apples, 
peaches,  pears  and  plums,  and  an  excellent  quality  of  straw- 
berries are  also  produced. 

The  live  stock  interests  of  the  county  are  of  great  import- 
ance. Mules,  beef  and  dairy  cattle,  hogs  and  poultry  are  the 
chief  live  stock  products.

HIGHWAYS,  PIKES  AND  ROADS 


DIXIE  HIGHWAY 

The  Dixie  Highway  extends  from  Louisville,  through  Har- 
din county  from  West  Point  to  Upton,  and  on  to  Florida.  This 
Highway  is  in  splendid  condition  from  Louisville  to  Camp 
Knox.  It  is  rough  from  thence  to- Elizabethtown  18  miles. 
The  work  of  renovating  this  section  was  undertaken  in  Novem- 
ber 1922  by  the  Federal  authorities  and  will  be  pushed  to  com- 
pletion in  1923.  When  finished  some  of  the  dangerous  curves 
will  be  done  away  with,  and  the  distance  from  Camp  Knox  to 
Elizabethtown  will  be  shortened  to  about  15  miles,  and  this

LEITCHFIELD  PIKE 

This  pike  extends  southwest  from  the  Dixie  Highway  at 
the  Baptist  church  in  Elizabethtown  through  Stephensburg, 
East  View  and  Summit  to  Leitchfield,  Grayson  county.  It  is 
an  excellent  pike  as  far  as  East  View.  This  is  also  the  road 
leading  from  Elizabethtown  to  Cecilia,  Franklin  Cross  Roads, 
Howevalley  and  Vertrees. 

BARDSTOWN  PIKE 

This  pike  extends  northeast  from  the  Public  Square  in 
Elizabethtown  to  Boston  and  Bardstown.  The  turn  to  the  left 
at  Boston  leads  to  Lebanon  Jonction,  Belmont  and  Shepherds- 
ville.  The  section  from  Dalington  along  the  Rolling  Fork 
valley  and  across  the  bridge  is  rather  rough. 

SHEPHERDS VILLE  PIKE 

Extends  northeast  across  the  Rolling  Fork  at  Wooldridge 
Ferry  bridge,  through  Belmont  to  Shepherdsville.  A good 
route  and  picturesque  for  dry  weather.  It  should  not  be 
taken  in  wet  weather.  To  reach  Sheplierdville  pike  take  Mul- 
berry street  north  from  the  Dixie  Highway  at  the  Baptist 
church. 

RINEYVILLE  PIKE 

Extends  north  and  west  of  the  Dixie  Highway  from  Eliza- 
bethtown to  Rineyviile.  An  excellent  road  to  one  mile  beyond 
Rineyville.  A well  kept  dirt  road  leads  on  to  the  northwest  to 
Big  Spring.  Take  Dixie  Highway  north  for  a mile  and  a half. 
Turn  to  the  left  on  the  Rineyville  pike. 

HODGENVILLE  ROAD 

Extends  southeast  from  Elizabethtown  to  Hodgenville  and 
thence  to  Lincoln  Farm.  Take  Dixie  Highway  south  from

About  half  this  road  is  rough,  balance  is  in  fairly  good 
condition.  Lincoln  Farm,  where  Abraham  Lincoln  was  born, 
lies  about  two  miles  beyond  Hodgenville. 

FONTAINBLEAU  ROAD 

This  road  extends  west  from  Elizabethtown  to  St.  John 
and  Bethlehem  Academy.  A good  dirt  road  for  dry  weather. 
Take  the  Dixie  Highway  north  and  make  the  first  turn  to  the 
left  beyond  the  first  bridge.  From  Bethlehem  Academy  this 
road  runs  on  to  Hardinsburg,  Breckinridge  county. 

GLENDALE  ROAD. 

The  Glendale  road  extends  south  from  Elizabethtown  to 
Glendale  and  Gilead  Church.  A well  kept  dirt  road  for  dry 
weather.  Take  Dixie  Highway  south  from  Court  House.  Take 
first  turn  to  the  right  beyond  the  cemetery. 

VALLEY  CREEK  ROAD 

Extends  east  from  Elizabethtown  along  Valley  creek  to  the 
Valley  Creek  church.  Thence  along  the  old  Springfield  road 
through  Roanoke  to  New  Haven  and  to  Springfield.  A good 
gravel  and  dirt  road  to  Valley  Creek  church.  Rough  from 
there  on.  The  road  is  not  used  for  general  traffic  to  Springfield, 
as  that  place  is  reached  by  way  of  the  Bardstown  pike.  To 
reach  Valley  Creek  road  take  the  Dixie  Highway  south  from 
Court  House  and  make  the  first  turn  to  the  left  beyond  the 
cemetery. 

YOUNGER’S  CREEK  ROAD 

Extends  east  from  Elizabethtown,  through  Hart’s  bottoms, 
to  the  New  Haven  road.  The  descent  of  the  hill  to  Youngers 
creek  can  be  made.  The  ascent  is  very  difficult.  Take  Valley 
Creek  road  to  Valley  Creek  church.  Take  first  turn  to  left  be- 
yond the  church.  Take  next  turn  to  the  right  and  continue 
down  the  hill.

The  turn  to  the  right  at  the  juncture 
with  the  New  Haven  road  leads  to  New  Haven. 

CECILIA  ROAD 

This  road,  leading  to  Cecilia,  Franklin  Crossroads,  Howe- 
valley  and  Yertrees,  extends  west  from  Elizabethtown  to  the 
western  part  of  the  county.  Take  the  first  turn  to  the  right  on 
the  Leitchfield  pike  to  Cecilia.  Keep  main  road  through  Frank- 
lin Crossroads  and  Howevalley  to  the  Salt  river  road.  Take 
turn  to  left  and  go  100  yards.  Take  turn  to  right  and  go  one- 
half  mile  to  Yertrees.  About  half  the  distance  is  a good  pike. 
The  other  half  is  a well  kept  dirt  road. 

HARDIN  SPRINGS  ROAD 

Extends  from  Elizabethtown  to  Hardin  Springs  near  the 
Breckinridge  county  line.  Take  the  Leitchfield  pike  to  within 
one  mile  of  East  Yiew.  Take  turn  to  the  right  on  dirt  road  to 
Hardin  Springs.  There  is  a very  steep  hill  near  the  town. 
There  is  a sulphur  spring  at  this  place  and  a summer  hotel  and 
many  people  from  cities  go  there  during  the  warm  months.  One 
and  one-half  miles  up  Rough  river  from  there  is  the  famous 
Blowing  cave.  In  summer  time  the  wind  from  this  cave  is  very 
strong  and  the  temperature  is  near  freezing  point. 

SALT  RIVER  ROAD 

The  Salt  River  road  leaves  the  Dixie  Highway,  near  Red 
Hill,  to  the  south.  It  bears  southwest  passing  a little  north 
of  Vine  Grove,  to  the  old  Fidlerlove  place;  thence  to  May’s 
Grove  church,  crossing  May’s  Run  branch;  thence  to  the  Eliza- 
bethtown-Hardinsburg  road  at  the  sign  board;  thence  same 
course,  leaving  Yertrees  one-half  mile  to  the  west,  to  Pole  bridge 
church;  thence  to  Linder’s  creek;  thence  to  Mee ting  Creek  vot- 
ing precinct.  Cross  the  Hardin  Springs-East  View  road,  and 
proceed  by  Calvert’s  store  to  Big  Meeting  Creek,  the  boundary 
between  Hardin  and  Grayson  counties.

THE  “ORPHAN  BRIGADE.” 


General  Ben  Hardin  Helm  was  born  in  Elizabethtown  in 
1831.  He  was  a brother-in-law  of  President  Lincoln,  having 
married  Miss  Emily  Todd,  a sister  of  Mrs.  Lincoln.  Fie  was  a 
graduate  of  West  Point,  and  at  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil 
War  he  was  urged  to  enlist  as  a Union  Soldier.  However,  he 
chose  to  cast  his  lot  with  the  Southern  Confederacy.  He  was 
serving  as  a General  at  the  battle  of  Chiekamauga  where  he  fell 
Sept.  20,  1863.  He  was  so  well  loved  by  his  soldiers  that  the 
name  “Orphan  Brigade'’  was  adopted  by  them  at  his  death,  and 
they  are,  until  this  day,  known  by  this  name.

The  Keith  Monument  works  owned  and  operated  by 
C.  E.  Keith  & Son.  About  six  carloads  of  granite  and 
two  of  marble  are  used  each  year.  Five  workmen  are  reg- 
ularly employed  in  the  cutting,  polishing  and  engraving  of 
monuments.  A pneumatic  machine  is  used  by  the  engrav- 
ers, and  Yale  blocks  are  used  to  facilitate  the  efficient 
handling  of  the  huge  stones.  Two  traveling  salesmen  are 
employed  by  the  firm,  and  a gross  business  of  about 
$65,000  a year,  in  this  and  adjoining  twelve  counties  is 
the  yearly  output.

In  each  instance,  the  outlay  on  the  above  named  buildings, 
has  been  from  $2,500  to  $30,000.  Considering  the  fact  that  the 
cost  of  materials  and  labor  has  been  at  the  peak,  this  is  an  un- 
usual record.

of  Elizabethtown's  handsome  new  buildings. 

The  Woodard  & Brown  garage,  on  the  corner  of  Dixie 
Highway  and  Race  streets,  is  one  of  the  latest  new  buildings. 
It  is  of  special  importance  in  that  it  replaced  a very  old  and 
unsightly  building,  and  made  a handsome  and  attractive  corner. 
Its  value  to  the  city  cannot  be  measured  by  the  cost  of  the 
building. 

M.  C.  Marion  recently  remodeled  the  east  room  of  his 
spacious  building  on  the  north  side  of  the  public  square,  and 
the  post  office  was  moved  therein.  The  latest  type  of  furniture 
and  equipment  was  installed.  Ample  light  and  facilities  for 
the  handling  of  the  large  volume  of  mail  has  been  provided. 

There  has  been  an  addition  to  the  Elizabethtown  High 
School  building,  costing  $20,000. 

St.#  James'  Catholic  Church  has  completed  extensive  re- 
modeling improvements  to  the  church  property.  Considerable 
interior  and  exterior  decorating  was  done,  a large  new  pipe  or- 
gan, new  pews,  and  other  new  church  furniture  was  installed. 
Elizabethtown,  beyond  a doubt,  has  one  the  handsomest  Catho- 
lic churches  in  the  State. 

The  Farmers’  Store  is  being  remodeled  at  a cost  of  several 
thousand  dollars.  The  capacity  of  the  store  was  doubled  by  a 
new  addition  to  the  building,  and  a complete  new  front  is  yet 
to  be  put  in. 

Hart  & Bethel  remodeled  the  room  vacated  by  the  postoffice, 
and  in  the  latter  part  of  1922  opened  a dry  goods  and  clothing 
store,  with  an  absolutely  new  stock  of  merchandise. 

Another  building  which  was  recently  remodeled,  is  the  one 
occupied  by  the  Model  Drug  Store.  This  building  was  vacated 
by  the  First-Hardin  National  Bank,  when  they  moved  into  their 
new  building,  and  was  then  remodeled  and  the  Model  Drug 
Store,  with  a complete  new  stock,  was  opened. 

The  various  new  buildings  and  remodelings  have  cost 
$156,000.  The  new  residences,  during  the  same  period,  repre- 
sent an  investment  of  $152,000.  A total  of  $308,000  has  been 
invested  in  buildings  in  Elizabethtown  during  the  past  eighteen 
months.  By  this  investment  the  citizens  of  the  town  have  shown 
their  abiding  faith  in  the  permanency  and  the  future  develop- 
ment of  the  city.

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THE  COMMUNITY  CENTER. 


The  Community  Center  was  organized  in  January,  1922. 
It  was  the  logical  development  of  circumstances  to  meet  a given 
situation.  It  has  proved  to  be  the  correct  solution  for  a diffi- 
cult problem.  In  1920  a Y.  W.  C.  A.  was  organized  to  meet 
the  pressing  need  of  a place  for  the  school  girls,  who  came  from 
out  of  town  to  attend  the  High  School,  to  eat  their  lunch  and 
await  the  departure  of  their  trains.  Rooms  were  rented,  a 
small  library  was  supplied,  and  the  necessary  furniture  for 
these  needs  was  purchased.  However,  it  proved  difficult  to  se- 
cure the  necessary  financial  support  to  employ  a secretary  and 
pay  the  running  expenses. 

The  Community  Center  was  the  solution  of  this  problem. 
The  Y.  AY.  C.  A.  gave  the  furniture  and  the  library  to  the  Com- 
munity Center,  so  long  as  the  organization  would  carry  on  the 
work.  The  Woman’s  Club  rallied  to  the  support  of  the  Com- 
munity Center  by  arranging  to  hold  its  bi-monthly  meetings  in 
the  Community  Center  rooms,  and  to  assume  an  active  interest 
in  the  support  of  same.  Some  of  the  merchants  and  public 
spirited  citizens  made  regular  contributions  to  support  the  or- 
ganization. On  the  fourth  Thursday  of  each  month  a benefit 
is  given  in  the  Moving  Picture  Theatre  at  the  Masonic  Temple. 

The  Y.  AY.  C.  A.  Blue  Triangle  Club  conducts  the  library, 
and  keeps  it  open  from  4 to  5 o’clock  on  Tuesdays  and  Satur- 
days. A library  of  excellent  literature  is  thus  made  available 
to  the  people  of  the  community. 

About  eighteen  girls  who  come  in  on  the  morning  trains  to 
attend  High  School,  bring  their  lunch  to  the  rest  room  and  en- 
joy the  privileges.  These  same  pupils  can  remain  there  until 
the  arrival  of  the  trains  in  the  evening  instead  of  having  to 
wait  at  the  depots.  This  service  alone  merits  the  support  of 
every  good  man  and  woman. 

The  value  of  the  service  rendered  appealed  strongly  to  Drs. 
AYill  and  Brown  Pusey,  of  Chicago,  who  were  born  and  reared 
in  Elizabethtown.  Gn  a recent  visit  here  they  purchased  the 
old  Hill  House,  which  used  to  belong  to  their  aunt,  and  will 
remodel  it  for  the  permanent  home  of  the  Community  Center. 
The  house  stands  on  Alain  street,  one  block  north  of  the  Court

THE  WOMAN’S  CLUB. 


The  Woman’s  Club,  of  Elizabethtown,  is  one  of  the  civic 
organizations  of  which  the  people  are  justly  proud.  It  has  an 
enviable  record  of  accomplishment  in  the  regular  scope  of  such 
organizations.  It  also  has  a record  for  special  work,  which  is  a 
splendid  indication  of  the  enthusiasm  of  its  leaders. 

This  Club  was  organized  in  1904  with  a charter  member- 
ship of  twelve,  and  a limit  of  30  members.  The  only  purpose, 
then,  was  literary  study.  Within  two  years  it  laid  aside  the 
limited  ideals,  joined  the  State  Federation  in  1905,  became  a 
member  of  the  General  Federation  in  1915,  set  the  minimum 
age  limit  for  membership  at  21,  changed  the  membership  limit 
from  30  to  unlimited,  and  is  ready  to  undertake  any  good  work 
that  is  needed  in  the  community. 

Service  has  ever  been  its  watchword  and  initiative  and  per- 
sistence has  been  its  characteristics.  Its  initiative  was  first 
evident  in  its  interest  in  child  welfare.  It  was  one  of  the  first 
clubs  in  Kentucky  to  hold  a “Better  Babies”  contest.  The  first 
was  held  the  year  after  the  feature  was  introduced  at  the  State 
Fair  in  Louisville.  This  was  so  successful  that  the  work  has 
been  continued  from  year  to  year  to  the  present.  The  scope  of 
this  work  has  been  broadened  to  suit  the  needs  of  the  commun- 
ity. Prominent  physicians  have  addressed  the  mothers  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Woman’s  Club. 

The  Woman’s  Club  is  proud  of  the  fact  that  it  was  one  of 
the  first  to  take  up  the  moonlight  schools  for  the  elimination  of 
illiteracy. 

When  the  scourge  of  war  laid  its  blighting  hand  on  our

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land,  this  Club  resolved  itself  into  a war-work  auxiliary  and 
“carried  on”  faithfully  to  the  end.  The  war  market  was  the 
original  idea  of  this  Club,  and  letters  were  received  at  the  time 
from  Chicago  and  other  points  requesting  details  of  the  plan. 

Its  unselfish  work  for  civic  betterment  is  illustrated  in  no 
better  way  than  in  the  building  for  the  Community  Center.  It 
had  long  been  the  ambition  of  the  Woman's  Club  to  erect  a per- 
manent building.  However,  when  the  Community  Center  came 
into  existence  about  two  years  ago,  the  Woman's  Club  gave  it 
loyal  and  unselfish  support.  Through  the  influence  of  the 
Woman’s  Club,  Drs.  Will  A.  and  Brown  Pusey  were  induced 
to  provide  a permanent  home,  to  be  known  as  the  Pusey  Mem- 
orial, for  the  Community  Center.  This  house  has  been  pur- 
chased, blue  prints  for  remodeling  and  refurnishing  are  being 
prepared,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  permanent  Home  will  be 
completed  and  dedicated  within  six  months. 

The  Woman's  Club  has  to  the  credit  of  its  initiative,  two 
noteworthy  publications.  Haycraft’s  History  of  Elizabethtown, 
which  first  appeared  in  the  columns  of  a local  publication,  half 
century  ago,  was  published  in  book  form.  This  volume  is  now 
on  sale  by  the  Club  at  $2.  The  other  publication  is  a brochure 
entitled,  “Sarah  Bush  Lincoln,  the  beloved  foster  mother  of 
Abraham  Lincoln — A Memorial."  Its  purpose,  as  set  forth  in 
the  foreword  is  “to  preserve  a valuable  item  of  history  relative 
to  the  foster  mother  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  and  to  establish  as  a 
fact,  data  that  might  become  traditional."  This  brochure  con- 
tains a photographic  reproduction  of  the  marriage  bond  of 
Thomas  Lincoln  and  Sarah  Johnston,  and  a photograph  of  the 
log  cabin  in  which  the  marriage  took  place.  These  publica- 
tions are  of  especial  historical  value. 

The  Club  now  has  a membership  in  excess  of  125.  Mrs. 
J.  F.  Albert  is  the  President,  and  Miss  Lena  Johnson  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary.  Miss  Effie  May  Poston  was  the  first 
President.

THE  RED  CROSS. 


Miss  Lena  Johnson  is  the  Secretary  of  the  Hardin  County 
Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross.  This  work  is  carried  on  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Community  Center,  and  is  now  principally  for  the 
convenience  of  the  ex-service  man  who  may  come  for  assistance. 
The  Secretary  assumes  the  initiative  and  makes  it  her  business 
to  see  that  the  ex-service  men  are  properly  looked  after.  As 
soon  as  she  is  advised  that  a soldier,  who  lives  in  Hardin  coun- 
ty, has  been  discharged  for  return  to  his  home,  she  writes  to 
him  and  invites  him  to  visit  her  for  consultation.  She  takes 
the  routine  matters  up  in  detail  with  him  and  learns  if  anything 
has  been  overlooked.  No  charge,  whatever,  is  accepted  for 
this  service.  From  forty  to  eighty  individuals  visit  the  office 
each  month  to  avail  themselves  of  her  services. 

Red  Cross  Representatives  are  at  Cecilia,  Colesburg,  Glen- 
dale, Upton,  Sonora,  and  TTest  Point.  These  representatives 
co-operate  in  the  roll  call  and  in  special  services  that  may  be 
called  for  by  the  National  organization.  At  present,  “soldier's 
kits"  have  been  requested  for  the  boys  in  Santo  Domingo. 
These  kits  are  not  supplied  by  the  Government.  Each  repre- 
sentative has  been  asked  to  make  four  of  them. 

Only  two  hundred  citizens  of  Elizabethtown  responded  to 
roll  call  last  fall,  which  limits  the  income  from  this  source 
to  $200.

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of  academic  instruction  is  maintained.  It  is  ranked  as  a 
“Double  A”  School  by  the  State  authorities  at  Frankfort. 

Prof.  John  C.  Pirtle  has  been  the  principal  for  five  years. 
During- that  time  118  pupils  have  graduated  from  the  High 
School. 

A new  addition  to  the  building  is  now  under  construction. 
It  is  expected  that  it  will  be  finished  in  the  spring  of  1923. 
This  addition  will  provide  a spacious  auditorium  and  gymna- 
sium in  addition  to  the  laboratories,  manual  training  and  do- 
mestic science  rooms,  and  the  library  now  in  use.  Lavatories 
and  shower  baths  have  been  installed  in  the  basement  for  the 
athletes. 

The  football  squad,  under  the  able  direction  and  training 
of  Coach  Silas  Hart,  made  an  enviable  record  during  the 
past  season.  The  girls’  basket-ball  team  also  made  a record. for 
excellent  work. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association,  under  the  leadership  of 
Mrs.  Hugh  Morris,  has  been  a source  of  inspiration  to  the 
school.  The  advisory  work  of  this  association  through  the 
health  clinics,  dental  inspection,  and  looking  after  indigent 
children,  has  been  of  special  value  to  the  school.  This  associa- 
tion is  taking  an  active  part  in  supplying  funds  for  equipping 
the  gymnasium. 

RURAL  SCHOOLS 

W.  S.  LONG,  County  Superintendent. 

The  activity  of  the  school  work  is  shown  in  the  90  Rural 
Schools  scattered  over  the  county.  These  schools  have  one 
teacher  each  with  the  exception  of  St.  John  and  Cecilia,  which 
have  two  each.  There  are  also  nine  colored  schools  in  the 
county.  The  office  of  the  County  Superintendent  is  up-stairs 
second  door  north  of  the  Model  Drug  Store.  Miss  Ella  Cofer 
is  the  office  secretary. 

GRADED  SCHOOLS 

There  are  nine  graded  high  schools  in  the  county.  All  but 
two  of  these  schools,  Rineyville  and  White  Mills,  have  the  full 
four  year  courses.  The  location  of  the  schools  is  as  follows: 
Elizabethtown,  West  Point,  Vine  Grove,  Rineyville,  Glendale, 
Sonora,  Upton,  White  Mills  and  Howevalley.

History  records  all  too  seldom,  the  recognition  of  one’s 
birthplace,  by  men  who  have  been  successful.  Elizabethtown, 
however,  is  one  of  the  places  that  has  been  so  remembered. 
Drs.  Will  A.  and  Brown  Pusey,  eminent  physicians,  of  Chica- 
go, were  born  and  reared  here.  To  perpetuate  the  family  name 
in  a fitting  memorial,  they  recently  purchased  the  historic  Hill 
House,  and  after  restoring  it,  will  give  it  as  a permanent  home 
for  the  Community  Center.  Considering  the  spirit  in  which  it 
is  given,  it  is  a splendid  tribute  to  the  family  name,  and  Eliza- 
bethtown accepts  the  gift  with  full  appreciation  of  its  value. 

The  Hill  House  is  one  of  the  historic  places  of  Elizabeth- 
town. John  Y.  Hill,  the  builder  of  the  house,  came  here  in  1818. 
He  was  a tailor  by  trade  and  followed  his  line  for  a few  years 
after  coming  here.  He  built  the  house  as  a residence  before  he 
was  married.  His  wife  was  Miss  Rebecca  Stone.  She  was  the 
great  aunt  of  the  Drs.  Pusey.  John  Y.  Hill  then  took  up  the 
trade  of  brick-maker  and  builder,  and  for  many  years  followed 
this  line  of  work,  erecting,  as  it  is  reported,  perhaps  one-fourth 
of  the  houses  in  Elizabethtown  at  that  time.  Sometime,  late  in 
the  forties,  he  and  his  wife  decided  to  open  an  “Inn.”  It  seemed 
as  if  the  tailor  and  builder  was  really  born  to  be  an  inn  keeper. 
From  the  very  beginning  he  was  successful,  and  the  fame  of  his 
inn  spread  to  all  parts  of  the  country.  It  is  said  that  the  repu- 
tation for  coffee  that  was  made  by  his  wife,  “Aunt  Beck,”  was 
the  true  basis  for  the  fame  of  the  Hill  House. 

When  P.  T.  Barnum  planned  the  tour  for  Jenny  Lind  they 
passed  through  Elizabethtown,  and  stopped  at  the  Hill  House. 
People  from  all  this  part  of  the  state  knew  that  she  would  be 
here  and  had  come  for  many  miles  to  see  the  famous  singer. 
She  stood  on  the  steps  of  the  Hill  House  and  sang  for  these 
people. 

The  Hill  House  will  be  restored  as  a permanent  home  for 
the  Community  Center.  It  is  to  be  a “restoration”  in  the 
strictest  meaning  of  the  term.  Notone  brick  of  the  original 
building  is  to  be  removed.  A few  changes  may  be  made  in  the 
open  fire  places.  Steps  have  already  been  taken  to  secure  for 
this  building  the  mantel  piece  that  was  made  by  Thomas  Lin- 
coln, while  lie  was  a resident  of  Elizabethtown.  The  mantel  is 
now  in  Camp  Knox. 

The  frame  part  of  the  house  will  be  removed,  and  a hall-

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way  built  for  the  accommodation  of  the  upstairs.  A new  as- 
sembly hall  will  be  erected  at  the  rear  of  the  small  entrance 
room.  This  hall  will  seat  about  150  people,  and  will  be  used 
for  public  assemblies  and  social  gatherings.  It  will  be  equipped 
with  a movable  stage  and  a projector  for  moving  pictures. 

The  main  floor  of  the  original  building  will  contain  a read- 
ing room  and  library  for  the  men  and  boys,  of  Elizabethtown 
and  Hardin  county,  on  the  left  side  of  the  entrance.  The  room 
on  the  right  side  will  be  for  the  ladies’  rest  room.  The  room 
adjoining,  “Aunt  Beck’s”  room,  will  be  restored,  and  will  be 
used  as  a meeting  place  for  the  Woman’s  Club  and  other  kin- 
dred organizations.  The  main  hallway  will  be  the  office  of  the 
Home  Secretary,  Miss  Lena  Johnson,  of  the  Hardin  County 
Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross. 

The  upstairs  will  be  fitted  up  as  three  separate  apartments. 
The  two  rooms  on  the  south  will  be  fitted  up  with  a bath,  and 
will  be  retained  for  the  use  of  the  Drs.  Pusey.  The  large  rooms 
on  the  north  will  be  fitted  out  as  an  apartment  with  two  rooms, 
a kitchenette  and  a bath.  The  rear  room  will  be  fitted  up  as  a 
one-room  apartment  with  bath. 

A modern  heating  plant  will  be  installed  in  the  basement. 
The  space  between  the  old  brick  building  to  the  rear  and  the 
new  assembly  hall  will  be  paved  with  concrete.  The  space  be- 
tween the  rear  of  the  assembly  hall  and  the  boundary  of  the 
property  will  be  converted  into  a flower  garden.  The  rear  wall 
of  the  assembly  hall  will  be  of  glass,  looking  upon  this  garden. 

The  purpose  of  the  Pusey  Memorial  is  to  provide  rest  and 
recreation  for  the  people  of  the  town  and  county,  and  for  the 
guests  who  may  visit  the  city.  It  is  to  be  the  meeting  place 
of  any  organization  that  is  working  for  the  public  good. 

The  Community  Center  will  be  under  the  management  of 
the  original  board,  composed  of  Miss  Lucy  T.  Robertson,  Chair- 
man and  Treasurer,  Miss  Lena  Johnson,  Secretary,  and  Mrs. 
J.  F.  Albert,  Miss  Ella  Cofer,  Mrs.  G.  K.  Holbert,  Mrs.  J.  R. 
Selby,  Messrs.  W.  C.  Montgomery,  Louis  Goldnamer,  W.  H. 
Marriott,  J.  T.  Cresap,  with  the  addition  of  Drs.  Will  A.  and 
Brown  Pusey,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Montgomery,  and  Miss 
Lillie  Goldnamer,  who  will  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by -the  resig- 
nation of  Mrs.  T.  L.  Greif.

THE  HELM  PLACE 

The  Helm  Farm  is  located  on  the  Dixie  Highway  one  mile 
north  of  Elizabethtown.  The  house  on  this  farm  was  completed 
in  1802  and  is  said  to  have  been  the  first  brick  residence  in  the 
town.  John  Helm,  son  of  Ben  Helm,  who  built  the  house,  was 
twice  elected  Governor  of  the  state.  His  grave  is  in  the  ceme- 
tery south  of  the  house.  The  remains  of  Confederate  Gen.  Ben 
Hardin  Helm,  who  was  killed  at  Chickamaugua,  Sept.  20,  1863, 
are  also  interred  in  this  cemetery. 

CAVE  SPRING 

A never-failing  spring,  furnishing  clear,  cold  water,  trick- 
ling from  a cave,  situated  about  one-fourth  of  a mile  from  the 
Court  House,  on  Buffalo  Branch  of  Valley  Creek.  Tradition 
says  that  when  the  Haycraft  fort  stood  on  the  high  ground  ad- 
joining the  spring,  Mrs.  Haycraft,  on  approaching  the  spring 
one  day,  saw  the  headdress  of  an  indian  who  was  peering  out 
in  the  opposite  direction.  She  returned  quickly  to  the  fort  and 
secured  a rifle.  Approaching  the  spring,  cautiously,  she  waited 
until  the  indian  again  thrust  his  head  out  when  she  shot  him. 
To  reach  Cave  Spring  turn  to  the  left  from  Dixie  Highway  on 
Kace  street,  cross  the  railroad  at  the  Standard  Oil  station  and 
turn  to  the  left  one  block  beyond.  Go  two  blocks  to  the  end 
of  the  street.  Turn  to  the  left  to  the  stile.  Cave  Spring  is 
just  across  the  creek. 

BLUE  BALL  AND  NALL’S  VALLEY 

A scenic  trip  through  the  western  part  of  the  county.  Well 
worth  the  two  and  half  hours  it  takes  to  make  the  trip.  Take 
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Dixie  Highway  north  about  a mile  and  a half  and  turn  to  the 
left  on  the  Rineyville  Pike.  Take  the  turn  to  the  left  one  mile 
north  of  Rineyville  and  continue  to  the  left  on  a good  dirt  road 
past  Blue  Ball  and  through  Nall’s  Valley.  When  Vertrees  is 
sighted  on  the  right  hand,  take  the  right-angled  turn  to  the  left 
which  will  lead  to  Howevalley,  Franklin  Crossroads,  Cecilia 
and  Elizabethtown.  About  half  the  distance  from  Vertrees  is 
a good  dirt  road  and  the  other  half  is  pike.  Total  distance 
about  30  miles.  Trip  should  not  be  made  in  wet  weather, 
STEPHENSBURG  LAKE 

Fine  Fishing.  Take  first  turn  to  the  left  on  the  Leitchfield 
Pike  and  the  second  turn  to  the  right.  Distance  ten  miles. 

WHITE  MILLS 

Summer  Resort.  Bathing  and  Fishing.  Two  good  hotels. 
Take  the  Leitchfield  Pike  south  from  the  Baptist  church.  Keep 
to  the  left  on  pike  to  East  View.  Keep  to  the  left  on  dirt  road 
for  three  miles.  Dirt  road  not  good  in  wet  weather. 

WILSON  CREEK 

Bass  fishing.  Said  to  be  the  best  Bass  fishing  in  this  sec- 
tion. Take  the  Bardstown  Pike  to  Boston.  Take  “hair  pin” 
turn  to  the  left  and  go  two  miles  to  the  creek.  Total  distance, 
sixteen  miles.

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LINCOLN  FARM 


Every  American  citizen,  will,  at  least  once  in  his  lifetime, 
want  to  make  a pilgrimage  to  the  place  where  Abraham  Lin- 
coln was  born.  More  than  fourteen  thousand  persons  have  vis- 
ited the  farm  each  year  since  the  memorial  was  dedicated  in 
1911.  Since  there  is  an  impelling  instinct  to  render  homage  at 
that  shrine,  there  is  more  than  a passing  interest  in  anything 
that  pertains  to  the  Lincoln  family. 

It  is  a matter  of  authentic  record  that  Thomas  Lincoln 
lived  in  Elizabethtown.  The  log  cabin  in  which  he  lived  stood 
for  many  years  on  Race  street.  It  has  long  since  been  removed 
but  a photograph  of  the  cabin  is  still  in  existence. 

Thomas  Lincoln  lived  in  Elizabethtown  from  1806  to  1808. 
In  the  summer  of  1922  the  Woman’s  Club  of  Elizabethtown 
erected  a suitable  memorial  to  mark  this  important  and  historic 
event.  This  memorial  consists  of  a large  boulder  of  native 
limestone,  on  which  is  a bronze  tablet  containing  historic  data. 
This  memorial  stands  in  the  west  front  of  the  Court  House  yard. 
From  Elizabethtown  Thomas  Lincoln  removed  the  family  to 
near  Hodgenville,  which  was  then  in  Hardin  county.  Here 
Abraham  Lincoln  was  born  on  February  12,  1809.  When  he 
attained  the  age  of  five  the  family  removed  to  the  Knob  Hill 
farm  a few  miles  north  of  what  is  now  Hodgenville.  After 
about  two  years  here,  the  family  once  more  removed,  this  time 
to  Spencer,  Indiana. 

In  1819  Thomas  Lincoln  returned  to  Elizabethtown  and 
married  his  second  wife,  Mrs.  Sallie  Bush.  The  marriage  li- 
cense is  recorded  in  Marriage  Register  A,  page  96,  in  the  office 
of  the  County  Clerk,  in  the  Court  House  at  Elizabethtown. 

There  are  no  records  to  show  that  Abraham  Lincoln  ever

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lived  in  Elizabethtown,  though  there  are  many  citizens  who 
believe  that  a few  years  of  his  boyhood  were  spent  here. 

The  Lincoln  Farm  Monument  is  well  worth  visiting.  For 
many  years  after  the  martyred  president  had  made  the  supreme 
sacrifice,  his  humble  birth  place  was  forgotten  and  neglected. 
It  was  offered  for  sale  for  taxes,  and  it  was  rumored  that  a firm 
of  distillers  had  planned  to  purchase  it  and  manufacture  whis- 
key and  market  it  under  the  Lincoln  brand.  This  was  brought 
to  the  attention  of  Robert.  J.  Collier,  of  Collier’s  Weekly,  by 
Richard  Lloyd  Jones.  Collier  personally  financed  the  purchase 
of  the  farm.  Let  it  be  said  to  the  perpetual  honor. of  Collier’s 
Weekly,  that  through  its  columns,  the  matter  was  set  before 
the  people.  Gradually  the  plan  evolved  of  making  it  a national 
association  in  which  all  people  might  have  a part.  The  asso- 
ciation was  formed,  and  the  necessary  funds  were  subscribed 
for  the  erection  of  the  splendid  monument.  More  than  200,- 
000  American  citizens  took  part  in  this  patriotic  offering. 

A beautiful  memorial  building  now  incloses  the  humble 
log  cabin  in  which  Abraham  Lincoln  was  born.  This  cabin 
has  been  moved  more  than  once,  but  extreme  care  was  used  in 
marking  the  exact  site  and  the  particular  position  in  which  each 
log  had  been  placed.  The  cabin  has,  in  each  instance  where 
it  had  been  removed,  been  restored  to  the  exact  spot  in  which 
it  originally  stood. 

The  round  trip  to  the  Farm  can  be  made  in  three  hours,  or 
less,  from  Elizabethtown,  and  this  will  permit  of  ample  time  to 
inspect  the  monument.  Take  the  Dixie  Highway  east  from 
town.  At  two  miles  from  town  turn  to  the  left.  The  road  is 
rather  rough  until  the  LaRue  county  line  is  reached.  Take 
second  turn  to  the  left  and  the  third  one  to  the  right  into  Hod- 
genville.  Keep  straight  ahead  for  three  miles  beyond  Hodgen- 
ville  to  the  Lincoln  Farm.  Total  distance  to  monument  14 
miles.

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BURLEY  TOBACCO  GROWERS’  CO-OPERA- 
TIVE ASSOCIATION. 


The  Burley  Tobacco  Growers’  Co-operative  Association 
was  organized  in  the  light  Burley  district,  and  operated  the 
warehouse  in  Elizabethtown,  in  1921.  This  Association  took 
over  the  immense  warehouse  that  had  been  erected  by  the  citi- 
zens of  this  town  and  county  to  handle  the  tobacco  crop. 

The  years  proceeding  1921  were  years  of  hardship  for  the 
tobacco  growers.  There  were  no  uniform  standards  of  grading, 
no  co-operation  in  marketing  and  consequently  no  uniform 
prices.  In  1919  an  attempt  had  been  made  by  the  citizens  to 
correct  the  conditions  that  threatened  to  destroy  the  tobacco  in- 
dustry in  Hardin  county.  Seventy-five  citizens  of  the  county 
organized  The  Farmers’  Loose  Leaf  Tobacco  Warehouse  Co., 
with  the  following  incorporators:  Neff  Jenkins,  F.  G.  Corley, 
L.  L.  Kenneday,  Taylor  Watkins,  D.  W.  Rider,  M.  H.  Gab- 
bert  and  O.  T.  Trent.  A splendid  warehouse  costing  fifty-five 
thousand  dollars  was  erected.  That  fall  1,259,973  pounds  of 
tobacco  was  marketed  through  this  warehouse. 

The  year  1920  showed  a gross  of  1,250,000  pounds  for 
Elizabethtown  and  about  the  same  quantity  for  Vine  Grove,  or 
a total  for  the  county  of  approximately  2,500,000  pounds.  The 
market  price  was  about  10c  per  pound. 

The  Association  began  operations  for  the  season  of  1922 
on  December  11,  under  the  direction  of  T.  C.  Nall,  Manager. 
His  corps  of  assistants  for  handling  the  immense  volume  of 
business,  is  one  bookkeeper  with  two  assistants,  a weigher,  a 
prizery  foreman,  a shipping  clerk,  and  about  twenty-five 
helpers.  One  expert  grader,  detailed  from  the  head  office  at 
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J.  M.  Smith.  J.  M.  Smith,  Jr.  Ernest  Kelly.

To  a novice,  a glimpse  in  the  immense  shed  with  its  thous- 
ands of  baskets  heaped  high  with  the  pungent  leaf,  the  hogs- 
heads that  are  being  packed  and  the  hogsheads  that  are  all 
ready  for  shipment,  with  the  helpers  running  hither  and  thith- 
er apparently  without  purpose,  with  the  score  or  more  of  farm- 
ers who  are  looking  after  the  delivery  and  grading  of  their 
product,  it  looks  like  bedlam  broke  loose.  However,  a little 
while  spent  in  careful  observation,  reveals  the  fact  that  the 
handling  of  the  crop  has  been  systematized  to  the  smallest  de- 
tail, and  that  the  work  is  being  done  efficiently.  If  one  is 
curious,  or  it  is  necessary,  the  record  of  any  particular  basket 
of  tobacco  can  be  traced,  showing  the  hogshead  in  which  it  was 
packed,  the  date  of  shipment,  and,  in  fact,  every  detail  of  the 
transaction  until  it  passes  from  the  hands  of  the  Association. 

The  grading,  while  apparently  intricate  and  complicated,  is 
fairly  simple.  There  are  six  separate  families  into  which  the 
tobacco  is  divided.  Grade  “A”  is  the  bottom  leaves;  “B”  is 
next  to  the  bottom;  “C”  is  next  and  soon  to  “D,”  “E”  and  “F.” 
From  the  bottom  to  the  top  the  amount  of  sap  or  juice  in  the 
leaves  increases.  There  is  little  or  no  sap  in  the  first  three 
grades,  so  these  grades,  “A,”  “B”  and  “C”  are  used  for 
“smokers.”  Grades  “D,”  “E”  and  “F”  are  used  for  “chewers.” 
Grade  “G”  means  that  the  tobacco  has  not  been  well-cured  and 
has  a green  tinge.  Formerly  this  grade  was  sold  at  a very 
low  price,  because  it  had  to  be  put  through  a sweating  process 
to  remove  this  defect.  The  Association  performs  this  service 
now,  and  the  defect  is  removed  before  the  tobacco  is  offered 
for  sale. 

It  is  sometimes  difficult  for  a member  to  understand  how 
it  is  that  he  turned  in  a quantity  of  grade  “D”  and  received  a

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certain  price  for  it,  while  his  neighbor  turned  in  grade  “D  G” 
and  received  the  same  price.  He  naturally  thinks  that  he 
should  have  a higher  price  for  grade  “D”  than  his  neighbor 
gets  for  a lower  grade  “D  G.”  The  fact  is  that  while  the 
neighbors’s  tobacco  did  grade  “D  G”  when  it  was  received, 
this  “G”  was  removed  by  sweating  and  the  grade  was  “D” 
when  it  was  sold. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  crop  this  season  handled  through 
the  Elizabethtown  warehouse  will  approximate  1,500,000  lbs., 
and  will  bring  an  average  of  20c,  or  better,  per  pound.  Last 
season  the  membership  in  the  pool,  in  the  county,  was  about 
600.  This  season  it  is  in  excess  of  1200.  The  increased  price, 
which  is  attributed  solely  to  the  organization  for  co-operative 
marketing,  has  re-acted  as  a healthful  stimulus  on  the  acreage. 
It  is  estimated  that  this  increase  is  50  per  cent.

Total  volume  of  business  for  the  past  year  approx- 
imates $500,000.00.  Their  weekly  payroll  amounts  to  $1,000. 

The  company  has  centered  its  efforts  on  the  production  of 
the  best  overall  that  can  be  made.  As  an  evidence  of  the  care 
given  to  every  detail  of  the  manufacture,  a safety  watch  pocket, 
lined,  is  put  on  the  bib,  and  a rule  pocket  for  artisans,  is  placed 
on  the  left  leg  near  the  outside  seam.

The  Elizabethtown  Ice  and  Ice  Cream  Co.  withstood  the 
stress  of  war,  came  up  fully  to  the  government  standards  and 
the  monthly  inspection,  and  is  now  supplying  ice  and  cold 
storage  to  the  local  trade  and  ice  cream  to  a wide  territory. 

The  annual  volume  of  business  of  ice  cream  is  45,000  gal- 
lons.

The  Farm  Bureau,  for  Hardin  county,  was  organized  in 
Elizabethtown  on  June  4,  1921,  with  81  members.  Following’ 
are  the  officers  and  directors:

The  organization  began  at  once  on  practical  work.  The 
liming  of  the  soil  was  the  first  problem  that  received  their  at- 
tention. Not  content  with  merely  advising  the  farmer  that  his 
soil  should  be  limed,  active  steps  were  taken  to  make  the  crushed 
limestone  available  at  the  lowest  possible  price.  Arrange- 
ments were  perfected  whereby  a state  crusher  was  obtained  for 
one  year  for  Hardin  county.  This  crusher  has  made  58  sets 
and  has  crushed  about  2600  tons  of  limestone,  or  enough  to 
lime  1800  acres.  1000  additional  tons  were  made  available  for* 
distribution  from  any  railroad  station  in  the  county,  in  any 
quantity.  This  arrangement  was  made  for  the  benefit  of  the 
farmer  who  could  not  secure  the  services  of  the  state  machine. 

The  Farm  Bureau  obtained  the  services  of  an  expert  tobac- 
co stripper.  He  was  here  for  five  days  to  .demonstrate  the  cor- 
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rect  method  of  stripping  tobacco  for  delivery  to  the  co-opera- 
tive marketing  association.  255  tobacco  growers  attended  these 
demonstrations.  Preparation  of  the  tobacco,  according  to  the 
instructions  of  this  demonstrator,  means  an  enormous  increase 
in  the  price  that  the  grower  will  receive  for  his  product. 

The  Farm  Bureau  co-operated  in  suspending  the  increased 
rates  on  livestock  that  had  been  proposed  by  the  railroads.  The 
evidence  furnished  by  this  organization  was  distinctly  influen- 
tial in  deciding  the  case  in  favor  of  the  stock  grower. 

A wool  pool  for  the  marketing  of  the  1921  wool  crop  was 
organized.  It  appreciably  increased  the  amount  that  was  paid 
to  the  grower  for  the  wool. 

The  Hardin  county  organization  sent  its  president,  Harry 
Walker,  to  appear  before  the  State  Tax  Commission  at  Frank- 
fort, in  behalf  of  the  farmers.  He  was  instrumental  in  getting 
a substantial  reduction  in  the  farm  valuation. 

The  organization  now  includes  341  of  the  representative 
farmers  of  the  county.  An  effort  will  be  made  to  secure  the 
services  of  a Farm  Agent  for  the  ensuing  year.

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HONORABLE  SCARS 

It  is  not  recorded  in  any  of  our  histories  that  there  was  an 
.engagement  of  the  Civil  War  fought  in  Elizabethtown.  The 
following  narrative  of  the  event  is  related  by  Judge  Quince 
Johnson,  of  this  city,  who  was  a youth  at  the  time,  and  was  in 
the  town. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  December  27,  1862,  Morgan’s 
Raiders  appeared  to  the  south  of  the  town  beyond  the  cemetery. 
His  forces  consisted  of  about  seven  regiments  of  cavalry,  a 
small  unit  of  field  artillery,  together  with  his  commissary  de- 
partment. The  Federal  troops,  for  the  defense  of  the  town, 
consisted  of  only  one  regiment.  It  was  a foregone  conclusion 
that  the  town  would  be  taken.  The  attacking  force  was  in  com- 
mand of  Major  John  H.  Morgan,  with  Captain  White  in  charge 
of  the  artillery. 

The  defenders  were  stationed  in  a stockade  that  had  been 
built  near  the  L.  & N.  bridge  across  Valley  creek.  The  Con- 
federates placed  their  artillery  on  the  brow  of  the  hill,  where 
the  cemetery  is  now  located,  and  about  noon  began  the  bom- 
bardment. About  one  hundred  shots  were  fired  in  twenty  min- 
utes, and  it  is  said  that  the  fire  of  the  enemy  was  so  accurate 
that  the  stockade  was  entirely  demolished.  A number  of  the 
Federals  were  killed  and  wounded  and  the  remainder  took 
refuge  in  the  buildings  grouped  around  the  Court  House. 

The  Eagle  House,  then  occupied  the  up  stairs  over  C resap’s 
store,  now  occupied  by  the  Smith  Hotel.  Eight  or  ten  of  the 
Federal  soldiers  were  killed  in  this  building  by  the  enemy  fire. 
About  the  same  number  were  killed  in  the  old  Foerg  building, 
where  the  Union  Bank  and  Trust  Co.  now  stands.  As  the  con- 
clusion of  the  engagement  was  inevitable,  the  defenders  sur- 
rendered and  were  paroled. 

An  incident  of  this  engagement  was,  that  a Colonel,  from 
a regiment  on  duty  at  the  time  in  Tennessee,  was  on  a leave  of

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absence  to  visit  his  family  in  Elizabethtown.  He  had  taken  no 
part  at  all  in  the  fight.  He,  however,  did  not  wish  to  accept  a 
parole.  He  gave  the  excellent  reason  that,  if  he  accepted  the 
parole,  while  absent  from  his  command,  that  his  enemies  might 
say  that  it  was  due  to  cowardice.  Mrs.  Johnson,  the  mother  of 
Judge  Johnson,  stated  the  case  to  Major  Roderick  Warfield. 
The  case  was  considered  by  Major  Warfield,  and  he  decided 
that  he  would  take  no  official  notice  of  the  presence  of  the  offi- 
cer. The  officer  was  then  invited  to  meet  the  Confederates 
socially.  They  spent  a very  pleasant  evening  together,  and  on 
parting  the  next  morning  wished  each  other  good  health  and 
success. 

The  old  sycamore  tree  that  stands  on  the  corner,  by  the 
Union  Bank  and  Trust  Co.,  now  carries  a three-inch  solid  shot 
which  it  received  in  its  trunk  on  that  day.  Another  three- 
inch  solid  shot  was  imbedded  in  the  side  of  the  building,  just 
west  of  the  Court  House,  on  the  north  side  of  the  street,  and 
occupied  by  the  Model  Drug  Store.  The  original  building  was 
destroyed  by  fire,  several  years  ago,  but  when  the  present 
one  was  erected,  the  shot  was  replaced  in  the  exact  sx>ot  where 
it  had  lodged  during  the  engagement.  This  shot  may  be  seen 
in  this  building  just  above  the  door  that  leads  to  the  . Cumber- 
land telephone  office.  Yet  another  shot  made  a hole  in  the  Mar- 
tin residence  that  stands  on  North  Main  Street.
